Dear  Sirs: 


During  the  past  few  years,  I have  been  tempted  to  report  a UFO 
which  I observed  on  May  26,  i960  in  Kirkwood,  Mo,  However,  I was 
afraid  that  it  would  simply  be  filed  and  forgotten,  so  I never 
filed  the  report.  Recently,  though,  I read  that  a renowned  pro- 
fessor of  physics  Is  going  to  make  an  unbiased  study  of  UFO  re- 
ports with  complete  access  to  Air  Force  flies.  Because  I believe 
my  sighting  may  be  of  value  in  his  research,  I have  decided  to 
submit  it  to  you. 


At  about  4:30  p.m,  on  May  26,  i960,  I was  walking  east  on  West 
Maple  Avenue  near  my  home.  Being  an  airplane  bug  at  the  time  and 
since  planes  approaching  Lambert  Field  often  pass  over  the  area, 
I looked  to  the  south  to  see  if  any  were  coming  over.  At  that 
time  I observed  the  UFO  illustrated  below.  It  was  about  ?5  feet 


off  the  ground  moving  due  west  about  200  yards  from  me,  I say  200 
yards  for  I thought  it  was  just  south  the  Wilson  Avenue,  200  yards 
south  of  Maple.  It  had  a color  which  I noted  to  myself  at  the 
time  was  the  same  as  the  sliver  enamel  paint  which  I used  on  model 
airplanes.  I saw  no  apertures  or  exhaust  from  It  and  could  hear 
no  noise  above  the  background  noise  of  the  nearby  traffic.  My  best 


estimate  was  that  it  was  50  feet  long  and  30  feet  high  and  had  a 
smooth  surface.  Though  I observed  it  almost  directly  from  the 
side.

As  I 
was  running,  trees  partially  blocked  my  view,  but”!  was  still  able 
to  observe  its  steady  flight.  When  1 came  back  out,  though,  It  was 
gone,  but  I think  I should  have  still  been  able  to  see  it  at  the 
rate  it  was  going,  so  perhaps  it  speeded  up  when  I was  inside. 


Unfortunately,  no  one  else  that  I know  of  saw  what  I did,  i^rhlch  I*in 
more  sorry  of  than  you*  At  the  time  I had  20/20  vision,  so  I know 
I wasn't  Just  watching  a reflection  on  glass*  And  since  my  brother 
had  been  a member  of  GOG,  I was  familiar  with  almost  all  types  of 
aircraft  from  his  manuals  and  this  was  unlike  anything  in  it,  as 
you  can  probably  tell  for  yourself.  If  you  wish  any  further  details, 
you  can  contact  me  either  at  the  above  address  or  at  my  permanent 
residence  at  144  West  Maple,  Kirkwood,  Mo,  on  certain  weekends.
